‘Forthwith’ 


PITSBURGH (I PI) — 
I nited Steelworkers Pres- 
dent David J. McDonald 
today ordered the nation's 
500,000 
striking 
basic 
steelworkers “to resume 
work forthwith” in com­ 
pliance with a U.S. Su­ 
preme Court order up­ 
holding a Taft - Hartley 
hack-to-work injunction. 
In a brief statem ent, McDonald 
said: 


“The Supreme Court has spo­ 
ken. As law-abiding citizens, the 
Steelworkers 
Union, 
of

will comply with the court's judg­ 
ment.. I 
have 
accordingly 
dis­ 
patched telegrams to our striking 
members directing them, in ac­ 
cordance with the court's order 
to resume work forthwith.” 
McDonald’s back-to-work direc­ 
tive came less 
than two hours 
after the high court decision. 
Although the injunction will end 
the marathon strike for 80 days, 
it will not be a quick cure for 
shortages and layoffs. 
McDonald had said

ing USW members would resume 
their walkout at the end of the 
cooling-off period if settlement is 
not reached by then/

Taft-Hartley 
Upheld By 
High Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) _ The 
Supreme Court today upheld a 
laft-Hartley injunction ending the 
steel 
strike 
for 
80 
days 
on 
grounds the 
116-day-old walkout 
“imperils the national safety”. 
In a historic 8-to-l decision, the 
high tribunal 
directed 
that 
its 
mandate sending the 500.000 strik­ 
ers back to work be put info ef­ 
fect “ forthwith.” 
A 
five-page unsigned opinion 
upheld constitutionality of the in­ 
junction provision of the Taft- 
Hartley law as applied in this 
case. This was the first time the 
court had ruled on this section of 
the act. 
* 
The 80-day period 
begins im­ 
mediately. It would expire on Jan 


26. Steelworkers President David 
J. McDonald has threatened to 
strike again if the dispute is not 
settled by that time. 
Slow Process 
Industry sources sajd it would 
take half of the 80-day “cooling 
off 
period to get the mills back 
into full production. 
The court said it was not nec­ 
essary to determine if national 
health was affected by the strike 
because, it said, the ruling “is 
amply supported on the ground 
that the strike imperils the na­ 
tional safety.” 
Justice William O. Douglas dis­ 
sented. He declared the “ broad 
injunction” cannot be sustained 
on the basis of either national 
health or national safety. 
In acting on the injunction, the 
court rejected an appeal by the 
United Steelworkers union from a 
b^ck-to-work order issued by Fed­ 
eral Judge Herbert Sorg in Pitts­ 
burgh. 
The injunction was requested 
Oct. 19. After a presidential fact­ 
finding board reported to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower on that day that 
the union and the management 
could not agree on a single m ajor 
issue in the case.
